The embattled Columbus Human Ser- 
vices Department -- already under_chal- 
lenge due to a proposal to eliminate the 
agency and ship its programs to other 
agencies -- is now being rocked with 
another serious question: reverse 
racism 

In a letter to the executive director of 
the Columbus Civil Service Commission 
Barbara Gates McGrath, an attorney for 
several white employees, William Moul 
said that he has come to “the inevitable 
conclusion,,.thal the City has a major 
prooiem ol race dis nination (reverse) 


in the Department of Human Services 


The impetus for the allegation is the 
Civil Service Commission's recent audit 
of the Human Services Department. and 
the department's proposed response 
Moul charged that the department. in the 
wake of the audit. recommended the 
reclassification of only some. rather than 
all, employees, and that whites are being 
victimized by the moves 

Prior to Welch's hiring, Mou! asserted 
the department was 60 percent white 
now, itis less than 33 percent white. Moul 
added that. in the past 13 months. nine 
employees have left the department. ail 
of them were white. Since Welch came 
in. Moul asserted. four employees were 
promoted: all.were Black

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Somalia: we must not retreat 


When, in the closing days of his administration 
George Bush sent the armed forces to enforce peace 
in the hunger-struck African nation of Somalia, the, 
action was greeted with tremendous support from most 
Americans. 

The images which compelled us to act were striking 
and disturbing: babies, eyes bulging and lips parched 
dying in fly-invested hovels; mothers overwhelmed by 
grief at the death of their children; young men who 
looked old and shrivelled up, with death everywhere 

That death was only part of the story; there was the 
absolute lawlessness which had ravaged the nation, as 
the central government had essentially disintegrated 
and the nation was being "governed" by several war- 
lords. Food destined for starving masses was being 
commandeered by armed militiamen, and rescue 
workers were themselves under siege 

It appears that, in many ways, the rescue mission - 
which now involves the United Nations in addition to 
U.S. forces -~ has been a qualified success. Food has 
gone to thousands of Somalians, and starvation has 
been significantly cut 

At the same time, the presence of American and 
U.N, forces has proven to be a goad to many of the 
Somalians, and the rebel forces have been embol- 
dened to attack the American and U.N, troops 

And the images of starving Somalian children have 
been replaced by something which, to many 
Americans, is far more sinister: the television pictures 
of Somalians jumping on, and jeering over, the 
stripped, dead body of an American soldier 

In the face of the disastrous battle in Mogadishu, 
where 12 Americans were killed and 78 wounded, there 
has been a renewed bipartisan call among many Con- 
gressmen to end America's peacekeeping activities in 
Somalia 2 

“Americans by the dozens are paying with their lives 
and limbs for a misplaced policy on the altar of some 
fuzzy multilateralism," said Democratic senator Robert 
Byrd recently. 

But so far, the Clinton administration has responded 
by sending additional troops and armaments to 
Somalia in support of the forces there 


The president makes a convincing case for continu- 
ing in Somalia. “We are working to assure that anarchy 
and starvation do not return to a nation in which more 
than 300,000 people had lost their lives, many of them 
children, before the United States led the United Na- 
tions mission there starting last year," Clinton said 
recently in defense of the mission 

Key to the process of restoring government to 
Somalia, American and U.N. forces agree, is the cap- 
ture of Somalian warlord Mohamed Farrah Aidid. But 
Aidid has been a wily and resourceful adversary, skilled 
in avoiding the American forces, while at the’ same time 
a tierce fighter who effectively defeated the Americans 
in the most recent battle in Mogadishu. 

Unfortunately, we agree with Byrd. It is time for 
American troops to come home from Somalia, It is 
clear that there.is no meaningful timetable for success; 
there are in place no benchmarks which will let us know 
when stability has been returned to this land, and there 
appears to be no appropriate indigenous leadership 
structure.to which we can appeal which will be able to 
govern the nation consistent with the principles which 
brought us into the fight 

We are pleased that the president, sensing the 
mood of the nation, is indicating that he will seek a 
phased withdrawal from what is becoming an increas- 
ingly muddled and frustrating situation. “It is essential 
that we conclude our mission in Somalia," Clinton said 
recently, "but that we do it with firmness and steadiness 
of purpose," and that the conclusion is done "honorab- 
ly" 

We also wish to have an "honorable" solution, one 
which is able to maintain the small gains which have 
been made by U.S. and United Nations intervention 
However, what is becoming increasingly clear is that 
the formula which so divided a nation ig Vietnam -- an 
indigenous army fighting on its own turf; images of the 
loss of American life which divided Americans; a set of 
unclear objectives, with little support among the people 
for whom we are fighting -- is being replicated in 
Somalia. And that does not bode well for America -- or 
Somalia 


Our rightful place 


Ohio Governor George Voinovich has signed into 
Jaw a bill that will move the State's primary ahead to 
March in Presidential election years. The bill, which 
was sponsored by Senate President Stanley Aronoff, 
will make Ohio a “player” in presidential primaries, and 
give the state's voters our rightful place alongside those 
who pick presidents 

As the Governor noted during the signing ceremony 
states like New Hampshire and lowa have dominated 
the presidential selection process for too long. The 
Black community has suffered, in particular, as New 


Hampshire's and lowa's voters choose candidates 
whom they feel will operate in their best interest 

However, the rural and farming communities of New 
Hampshire and lowa are a far cry from the areas. where 
large numbers of Blacks are concentrated. More em- 
phasis should be placed on States like Ohio, that have 
demographics that more closely resemble the nation 
as a whole. States that have large cities with urban 
decay, crime, drugs and poverty along with large Black 
populations. 


The Afrocentric alternative 


It is not surprising that theré is some complaint 
regarding the decision, by the Columbus Board of 
Education, to begin planning for creation of an 
Africentric alternative school in the district 

There are always some who will complain that such 
an alternative school |s inherently racist, that it will 
serve to further isolate and divide Black and white 
students; and that it will promote unhealthy scholar 
ship. 

But fhe very unanimity of the board's decision indi 
cates that it has not only wrestled with those questions 
but has resolved them sufficiently in its own collective 
wisdom. And we believe that an Africentric school 
adequately retiects the diversity of offerings which the 
Columbus Board of Education has been aggressively 
promoting through its magnet schools generally. 

For example; no one complains that a,French Im- 
mersion school or a Spanish Immersion school is “ra- 
clally divisive.” Yet Kenwood and Gladstone 
Elementary Schools -- the schools which provide these 
attermatives).-,havée been successful in. giving their. 
students, both Black and white, a view of the language 


-tive.'sehool which maets-the-needs-of all! 


and culture of other peoples, while at the same time 
making learning challenging and fun 

Africentric education is not some fad. It reflects -- 
to use the words of the board's definition a "holistic 
approach to education" which incorporates the history 
and culture of Africans and African-Americans into the 
process of learning all subjects. That is not inherently 
divisive -- unless some believe that any learning about 
the history and culture of African-Americans is divisive 

Unquestionably, the board will have to move care- 
fully in constructing the school. It will certainly be open 
to all students; its staffing must be done in a fashion 
which is consistent with the schools’ labor agreement. 
And it must uphold the highest standards of Scholar- 
ship, so that it does not become, as the opponents of 
Africentric education have charged, a form of “racial 
cheerleading" but will effectively prepare students for 
the multicultural world in which they will live ; 

But with all those caveats in place, we remain tcon- 
fident that the Board of’Education will create an effec

Balancing the budget 


The city of Columbus faces a clear and present 
danger in its budget situation. The city has a $319 
million budget, in which the city believes it has a $34 
million deficit, It has already projected. making a num- 
ber of moves which can get that deficit down to $13.5 
million, but reducing the deficit further will taken a 
number of steps 

One of the steps about which we are concerned is 
the proposed privatization of some city jobs, including 
custodial and Security workers and sanitation workers 
Office of Management and Budget director Wyatt 
Kingseed has said that the city does not yet know how 
many jobs might~be affected by the privatization of 
certain sanitation services, although he estimated that 
it could be from 10 to 50 such jobs, in addition to an 
additional 44 jobs which could be lost by privatizing 
custodial sefVices and security 

We are concerned by the potential impact of this 
action on the city’s Black workers. It goes without 
saying that the oity's sanitation and custodial staffs are 
heavily staffed by Blacks. These city jobs have offered 
stability, benefits, and support for many entry-level 
workers 

The leader of the union representing these 
employees, Douglas Moore of the American nes 
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of State, County and Municipal Employees, has argued 
that the city's budget problems have not been caused 
by city workers, but by ill-advised investments in opera- 
tions such as AmeriFlora and the expansion of upper- 
level jobs 

In fairness, we believe that the city’s financial woes 
have come about largely due ta the same problems that 
confront most other cities ---@ contracting economy. 
Columbus is not, and has never been, immune to the 
problems facing other cities * 

At the same time, we would hope that the city not 
exacerbate the problems facing some of its poorest 
a through @ too-hasty move to privatize their 
jobs 2 : 

Kingseed sajd that the city is looking at a number of 
aptions.. including privatization. Workers within the 
Sanitation unit would also have the opportunity to bid

stituency of Black voters in order to be able to sway 


For Blacks in. statewide circles -- 
Democrats -- the Black statewide 
candidate hasbeen the "holy grail” of 
politics. Longingly sought after, but 
never achieved 

There have certainly been efforts 
-- Virgil Brown's 1962 run as the 
Republican candidate for Secretary 
of State; Sarah Harper's 1980 run for 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
on the Republican ticket; Summit 
County Common Pleas Court Judge 
James Williams’ 1982 primary run, in 
which, in @ six-way race, he came in 
a tantalizingly close second to the 
ultimate winner, Mary Ellen Withrow. 

For only approximately three of the 190 years of 
Ohio statehood has there been even one Black 
statewide officenolder -- and then only on the Supreme 
Court, where Republican Robert M. Duncan served in 
1970 and 1971, and Democrat Lloyd O. Brown served 
in 1972. : 

But the talk regarding a statewide candidate has 
surfaced again -- aided by a series of moves among 
the Democrats which could make 1994 a watershed 
year for Democratic politics in Ohio, as 1970 was for 
Republican politics. Right now, it is possible that the 
only saving grace for Democrats will be a Black on the 
statewide ticket 

The situation for Democrats is grave because of the 
reality of two losses -- and the expectation of a third -- 
on the statewide ticket. State Auditor Thomas Fer- 
guson, the perpetually challenged candidate who has 
been wounded by the allegations made by a former 
employee, Elizabeth Tschantz, announced recently 
that he would step down from the post\he has held for 
19 years, Already, U.S. Senator Howard Metzenbaum 
announced that he would not be a candidate for re- 
election after 18 years in the Senate. 

At the same time, Columbus’ hottest rumor -- rank- 
ing in the all-but-confirmed category as this is being 
written -- is that Withrow, who has been State Treasurer 
since 1983, will step down to assume the post of U.S. 
Treasurer. 

The departures will leave a giant hole for 
Democrats. In an election year when the Republican 
governor, George Voinovich, is expected to be almost- 
unbeatable; when the Republican Secretary of State, 
Bob Taft, is similarly formidable; when the Republican- 
controlled state Senate is unlikely to see many shifts, 
and where the Republicans’ are expected to pour 
shovelsful of dollars into the race to end the Democrats’ 
20-year control of the House of Representatives, the 
loss of three top officeholders would place the 
Democrats in much the same position as the 
Republicans in 1970 -- without a strong cast at the top 
of the ticket to forestall major defections by the voters 


especially 


It is for this reason that the plan, backed by Black 
Democrats since 1986, to have a Black run as a 
statewide candidate is likely to gain some currency 
among mainstream Democrats. It will be absolutely 
essential for Democrats to bring out their core con- 
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close elections to the Democratic column, and probab- 
ly the best way to do that will be for Blacks to back the 
history-making bid of a Black to run statewide. . 

Already, Cuyahoga County Prosecutor Stephanié. 
Tubbs-Jones has been rumored to be contemplating 4 
statewide bid. Tubbs-Jones is a tremendous campaig- 
ner who, with little money and entering the race late, 
almost upended state Supreme Court Justice Craig 
Wright in 1990. Since that race, Democrats have 
looked admiringly at her, and there has been some 
question whether she was interested in running for the 
U.S. Senate. = 

in the State Treasurer's race, the Republicans afi 
expected to name Judith Brachman. the director of the 
Ohio Department of Aging and a former candidate for 
treasurer, to replace Withrow if she is finally offered the 
job. But McCullough Williams, Ferguson's chisf 
deputy in the State Auditor's office. is expected to make 
a run for the post as a Democrat. 

Williams has admitted that he has an interest in the 
post, Williams, originally from Youngstown where his 
father is a longtime Democratic political leader and 
former public official, is an attorney who was previously 
a deputy director and chief legal counsel in the Ohio 
Department of Rehabilitation and Corrections. = 

Because of his experience in the auditor's office, 
Williams is confident that he will be able to raise money 
for a major. political campaign. 4 

Williams’ candidacy is expected to be given a boost 
at the annual meeting of the Black Elected Democrais 
of Cleveland, Ohio (BEDCO), a group of Cleveland 
political leaders led by Cong. Louis Stokes. 

Democratic leaders have been made well aware 
that only one Black (Tubbs-Jones) has been on their 
statewide ticket since Brown's defeat in 1972. The 
Black Elected Democrats of Ohio -- which made (thé 
placing of a Black on the statewide ticket a high priority 
at their 1986 convention -- are continuing that pushy 
and will be looking fof a candidate for the U.S. Senai 
seat in addition to the auditor's or treasurer's post. 

With the upheaval and vacancies among thé 
Democratic officeholders, it appears there is a strong 
opportunity for Black Democrats to make a strong run 
for a statewide office. But it will take more than interest 
or even commitment for success; political campaigns 
are run with money and people, and those pushing for 
a Black political candidate will have to put their money 
-- and their bodies -- where their mouths are.

AT&T doesn’t have to see a 
Black exodus after incident 


NAACP and AT&T 
hold discussions

American Telephone & 
Telegraph used to be the biggest 
Mother of them all. Before its 
breakup into regional operating 
telephone companies, AT&T was 
the nation’s largest employer and 
for years, the Bell System was con- 
sidered one of America's best equal 
opportunity companies 


Today, questions abound about 
AT&T's commitment to the black 
community, and many of the 
country's black leaders are ready to 
pull the plugs of their long distance 
service from AT&T. 


AT&T is the nation's largest long- 
distance telephone company and to 
hold on to this lofty position, the 
company’s top executives rushed 
to apologize for the "racist" cartoon 
that appeared in its 300,000-cir- 
culation employee magazine called 
FOCUS 


The company’s switchboard lit 
up with protest calls when 
employees received the September 
issue of the magazine which 
showed people on several of the 
world's continents conversing over 
the telephone 


All of the characters. repre- 
senting the continents were human 
except for the caller representing 
Africa. It was a gorilla. AT&T 
employees several civil rights 
leaders were outraged by the insen- 
sitivity of the:cartoon and were look- 
ing for justice of some kind for this 
gaffe 


While this was just the grist for 
Black America to get."mad as hell", 
AT&T leaders moved quickly to rid 
themselves of the problem. Justice 
AT&T style has produced the follow- 
ing actions: 1) the firing of the out- 
side contractor that prepared the 
editorial content for FOCUS, 2) the 
firing of Mike Moran, the free-lance 
artist who designed and drew the 
gorilla cartoon, 3) a letter of apology 
from CEO Bob Allen to all AT&T 
employees, 4) distribution of a list- 
ing of AT&T good works in the com- 
munity, and 5) the elimination of the 
FOCUS magazine and its staff 


In his letter to employees, Allen 
said: “This is a deplorable mistake 
on the part of a company with a 
long, distinguished record of sup- 
porting the African American com- 
munity." to further distinguish the 
company's record of interaction 
with African Americans, Allen held a 
meeting with the heads of the Na- 
tional Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People (NAACP) 


As a result of the meeting. it was 
announced that the NAACP and 
AT&T would “pursue further 
dialogue on such issues as recruit- 
ing minorities, providing scholar- 
ships for African American 
students, procurement and promo- 
tion goals, utilization of black finan- 
cial institutions, senior executive 
positions and management diver- 
sity training programs 


Men, Women’s

This emerging portrait of 
Americans age 51 through 61 and 
their spouses comes from the 
Health and Retirement Study 
(HRS), conducted by the University 
of Michigan's institute for Social re- 
search (IRS). The survey is one of 
the largest and most innovative lon 
gitudinal studies ever undertaken to 
better understand how people fare 
as they age 

Funded by the National Institute 
on Aging (NIA). National Institute of 
Health. the HRS was started in 
1990 to address two critical social 
phenomena--the retirement of the 
"baby boom" generation and the 
aging of society generally. Data 
from the survey are expected to be 
widely used by researchers and 
policymakers looking at health care 
and pension reform 

"people nearing retirement are 
mostly in pretty good shape physi- 
Cally, mentally, and economically.” 
according to study director F 
Thomas Juster, Ph.D, a senior re- 
search scientist with the ISR’s Sur- 
veys Research Center and 
professor. of economics at 
Michigan. "But behind the averages 
are large proportions of people fall- 
ing into some category--ill or dis- 


abled. without pensions, insurance 
or assets, or lacking family support- 
-that may rob them of a satistying 
and successful retirement." Juster 
presented early results of the study 
at abe 17 briefing in Washington 
D 

Key findings from the survey 
show; 

* Median igcome among HRS 
households was about $37,500, 
with median assets about $80,000 
About 20 percent of the couples 
reported virtually no assets. 

* About two-thirds of HRS 
respondents report themselves to 
be in excellent or very good health; 
but significant numbers are dis- 
abled. Among people who are.not 
working, the most common reason 
for leaving the last job was poor 
health or disability. This groups 
cites twice as many serious health 
problems as people staying at work, 
and at least four times the 
prevalence of a heart conditién 
chronic lung disease, or stroke 
About 26 percent of currently dis- 
abled workers say employers ac- 
commodate their disability. 

* About one in’ seven HRS 
respondents is not covered by any 
kind of health insurance. Non- 
coverage is substantially higher 
among Black and especially 
Hispanic households

* Private pension coverage 
varies considerably, About two in 
five respondents will have no pen- 
sion income at all, and about three 
in five,can expect some. pension 
coverage is strongly related to 
wage rates.

* Job flexibility is a critical issue. 
Almost three-quarters of HRS 
repondents, would prefer to phase 
down from full-time work to part- 
time work when they retire. in sharp 
contrast to actual behavior, where 
most people who retire leave the 
workforce entirely. About one-third 
of the people who would not look 
for another job are victims of “job 
loek”, unable to leave because they 
might give up valuable pensions or 
health insurance benefits if they 
switched. employers.

In many ways, politics and law is a family 
affair for Chester T. "Chet" Lyman, 

Lyman. is running for the Franklin County 
Municipal Court, against incumbent Dwayne 
Maynard. Maynard was appointed by 
Governor George Voinovich to the seat 
replacing James Pearson, who retired, 

Chet Lyman is the third generation of 
attorneys. His grandfather, Webster S. 
Lyman Sr., was an attorney who began prac- 
ticing law in Columbus in 1920. His uncle, 
Webster S. Lyman, is also a prominent attor- 
ney in Columbus 

Lyman, who is currently serving as Senior 
Litigator in the Business and Government 


Relations section of the Ohio Attorney * 


General's office, has a long heritage of 
public service 

"My grandfather was actually the mayor 
of a little hamlet called Hanford Village, and 
he held mayor's court. So they referred to 
him as judge," Lyman said. 

To Lyman, one of the key issues in the 
race for judge is the record of community 
service: 

"What we're trying to set forth is my 
relationship to the community. My concern 
for it. Having the pulse on the community is 
important to any judge," Lyman said 

It is arecord on which he prides himself 
Lyman is president of the board of trustees 
of Neighborhood House, and is an active 
member of the Columbus and Ohio State 
Bar Associations 

Lyman sees the major concern confront- 
ing the Franklin County Municipal Court to 
be the assurance that the citizens of Colum- 
bus get speedy yet fair justice 

“The specific issue is being able to move 
the docket, being responsive to the parties 
that come before us," Lyman asserted. He 
was concerned that, in the process of han- 
dling thousands of cases every year in the 
municipal court, the system often loses the 
personal touch. 

“We need to treat individuals as aperson, 
and not as a case number," Lyman said. 

When asked whether the judicial system 
appears {6 be unfair to African-Americans, 
Lyman said that the judicial canon of ethics 
prevents him from making a direct state- 
ment 

However, Lyman admitted, "it’s clear that 
there are large number of African-American 
defendants who come before the court. | 
can't say that there's some kind of bias or 
bent in terms of the prosecution of particular 
types of cases, but we do need to be sensi- 
tive to those types of individuals that come 
before us, to their backgrounds." 

Lyman’s strategy to improve the quality of 
justice in municipal court would be to "give 
the litigants more of an explanation what's 
going on in the process, and being more 
tolerant of defendants that are represented 
by public defenders and pro se (representing 

_themselves)." Lyman said that there is no 
guarantee the results of justice

Michael B 
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Judge Jackson wants racial 
fairness in justice system

Franklin County Municipal Court 
Judge Janet Jackson will be seeking re- 
election to her seat, which she has held 
since 1987, on election day, Tuesday, 
Nov. 2 

The southern Virginia native received 
her bachelor's degree from Wittenberg 
University .in Springfield, Ohio, in 1975 
and graduated from The National Law 
Center at George Washington University 
in Washington, D.C., in 1978. 

Jackson was admitted to the Ohio Bar 
Association in November of 1978, The 
United States District Court Southern 
District of Ohio in November of 1979, and 
the Northern District of Ohio in January 
of 1983 

She is involved in many professional 
and community organizations and is the 
recipient of many honors and awards, 
including the 1993 Citations Award 
presented by Pi Lambda Theta, an honor 
and professional association in educa- 
tion, in recognition of outstanding con- 
tributions to the field of community 
service and education 
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Jackson, who is currently serving on 
the Ohio State Bar Association and Ohio 
Supreme Court Commission on Racial 
and Ethnic Fairness, expressed some of 
her views about the involvement of 
African-Americans in the criminal justice 
system: 

"I'm concerned that African- 
Americans seem to be represented in a 
disproportionate rate in the criminal jus- 
tice system," she said. "The lack of 
economic opportunity and education 
may cause some African-Americans to 
get involved in the justice system. The 
opportunities arent there. Blacks in 
general don't make as much as whites 
even with education.” 

Jackson cited facts indicating that 
African-American defendants are con- 
victed more often than white defendants 
and serve more jail time 

“The distinctions between Black and 
white defendants may not be intentional 
There was a study recently done -by 
Bowling Green University about Blacks 
in the criminal justice system," said Jack 
son. "The study found that one of the 
main determining factors of how a defen- 
dant fares in court is demeanor, how you 
enter the courtroom and address the

judge. Blacks may get convicted of 
crimes more often because our 
hairstyles and clothing are different." 

The judge also commented 6n why 
police seem to arrest more Blacks than 
whites on drug charges 

"| handle drug cases every day," said 
Jackson. "Police respond to calls about 
crack houses by concerned citizens who 
don't want that crap in their neighbor 
hoods. The calls are often made by Black 
citizens. The police are going to respond 
to where they get the most calls. And then 
comes the economic factor again, Why 
are some Black people more likely to be 
standing on a street corner buying a $25 
rock than doing some other, more expen 
sive drug?" 

Lack of access to good legal repre- 
sentation is another reason why Blacks 
are convicted of crimes more often than 
whites, Jackson said 

“Making just above minimum wage 
means you're overqualified for court-ap- 
pointed counsel. There is no way people 
making a modest salary can afford to pay 
attorney's fees," said Jackson

Reunions of 
impotence

During the past summer months, mil- 
lions of African Americans trudged off the 
their annual conventions under the guise 
of getting together with their counterparts 
to solve the problems of blacks in America 

In July, the NAACP took over the streets 
and major hotels of Indianapolis for their 
convention and the Urban League and 
Congressional Black Caucus brought tens 
of thousands to convene in Washington, 
D.C. this summer. The National Business 
League met at the famous Fairmont Hotel 
in New Orleans 

Tang Nvir, who writes for Emerge 
magazine, said that instead of solving 
black problems, “Negroes routinely get 
together to eat chicken, drink vodka, chase 
women, play cards arid make plans to do 
it all again next year." 

For middle-income African Americans. 
who spend over $15 billion a year going to 
reunions, conventions and conferences, 
‘such events are ritual happenings. If you 
profess to be "anybody" in civil rights, the 
church hierarchy, or in a public position, 
you have to be on the scene to be seen 

Historians record that the first National 
Negro Convention was held in 1830 when 
Rev. Richard Allen, who founded the 
African Methodist Episcopal (AME) 
Church, brought some 40 Negroes to dis- 
cuss the establishment of a Negro colony 
in Canada.

Vaughn Johnson, who started in the 
financial services arena as an agent of 
Prudential Insurance Company five years 
ago, has created his own firm to provide 


a full complement of financial planning’ 
“products and services to individuals, 


dual-career families, businesses and 
non-profit organizations across Ohio and 
beyond. 

Johnson's firm, Lords Financial Group 
(named after his son), makes a big claim: 
it is the only African American-owned 
financial services firm in Central Ohio to 
manage a plarined giving endownment 
portfolio at a predominantly African 
American Church. 

"The Insured Endowment Program’, 
Johnson's idea, is currently up and.run- 
ning at New Salem Baptist Church. Lords 
(L.F.G:) manages and oversees the im- 
plementation of the program. An in- 
dividual participant pays for a life 
insurance policy in $10,000 face amount 
but makes the church the owner and 
beneficiary .of the policy. The policy is 
paid up in 10 years. or less, and creates 
an immediate endowment for the church 

The purchase on the part of the par- 
ticipant is considered a donation and is 
tax-deductible, according to Johnson; the 
church has control overthe cash value, a 
living benefit, and the face amount, a 
death beneift 


Premiums for a 35-year-old male, non- 
smoker are about $211, per year, or 
$17.58 per month. At first, Johnson says 
he had problems finding an insurance 
company that was solvent and willing to 
participate in such a program. The pro- 
gram now has 50 approved participants, 
although some applicants to the program 
have been: disapproved because of 
severe health problems. ° 

Anyone. from age one to 75 can enroll 
and anyone up to age 65 receives what 
is called a simplified issue, which means 
no physical exam or urine screening is 
required before coverage is extended 

So far, the program at New Salem has 
brought in $500,000 face amount, but 
with 1,400 families on the rolls. at New 
Salem, Johnson expects that amount to 
grow to $1,200,000 by the end of this year 
and $3,000,000 by mid-1994. 

L.F.G. has had to hire two fill time staff 
members to handle the daily implemen- 
tation of the program. Two videos have 
been produced to support the marketing 
of the program to other churches. Word 
of the program has spread to Cleveland, 
Indianapolis and Chicago and L.F.G. 


plans to implement programs at churches | 


in those cities later this year.

Keoghs bring valuable tax breaks to sole proprietors 


If you are self-employed and do not 
have a Keogh plan’ you could be passing 
up a valuable opportunity to lower your 
tax liability, says Michael Dickson, CPA 
and president of the Columbus Chapter 
of The Ohio Society of CPAs 

According to IRS regulations, you are 
eligible to set up a Keogh plan if you earn 
self-employment income from a full-time 
business or from. a sideline business. 
Partnerships may also set up Keogh

plans for their partners. If you have 
employees who meet the eligibility stand- 
ards for Keogh benefits, you must include 
them in your retirement plan. 

Keoghs are beneficial because con- 
tributions are tax-deductible and the 
funds you invest in Keogh plans grow 
tax-deferred until they are withdrawn. 
usually at retirement. In addition, limits on 
contributions to a Keogh are much higher 
than those for Individual Retirement Ac- 


counts (IRAs) and, with a Keogh, you can 
deduct up to the amount of your net 
earned income subject to limitations. 

Defined contribution or defined 
benefit? 

There are two basic types of Keogh 
plans: defined contribution plans and 
defined benefit plans. In a defined con- 
tribution plan, the benefit you receive at 
retirement will depend on the amount you 
contributed and how well the money was 


invested. Examples of defined contribu- 
tion plans include profit-sharing plans 
and money-purchase plans. 

The profit-sharing plan is the most 
flexible of Keogh ‘plans because it gives 
you the freedom to contribute as little as 
you want. or nothing at all, from year to 
year. If your business is

There is a way to benefit from the 
higher limit of the money-purchase 
plan.and the flexibility of the profit- 
sharing plan:,Open a profit-sharing 
plan and a money-purchase plan 
You could choose to shelter a 
manageable percentage of your an- 
nual income to your money-pur- 
chase plan. Then, in those years 
when business profits and income 
are up, you could shelter an addi- 
tional amount in your profit-sharing 
plan. Remember, however, the total 
you contribute to both plans must 
not exceed the allowable limit. 

Defined-benefit Keogh plans are 
more complex than defined-con- 
tribution plans. With a defined- 
benefit plan, you decide how much 
you want to receive annually from 
the plan when you retire. Then you 
make annual contributions--up to 
100 percent of your net self: 
employed earnings up to applicable 
limitati6ns--based on how much 
you need to contribute each year to 
reach that amount at retirement, 

You'll need to enlist the help of 
an actuary to calculate the contribu- 
tion amount based on your age, life 
expectancy, and the rate of return 
your investment is earning This 
type of Keogh plan, which can be 
expensive to maintain, is suitable 
primarily for those who are older 
and who want to shelter most or all 
of their income. 

When and where to open a 
Keogh 

A Keogh plan must be formally 
establighed in writing by the end of 


the plan to be effective. You don't 
have to deposit money in the plan 
when you set it up. As long as the 
plan is established by December 
31, you have until the due date of 
your tax return, including exten- 
sions, to make the actual contribu- 
tion to the plan : 

You can set up a Keogh at al- 
most any type of financial institu- 
tion--a bank, .rokerage firm, life 
insurance company, or mutual fund 
company. Most financial services 
companies offer master or 
prototype Keogh plans that are al- 
ready approved’ by the IRS. If you 
choose to work with a lawyer of 
pension plan expert in preparing a 
personalized plan, you will have to 
submit your plan to the IRS for ap- 
proval 

Profit-sharing or money-pur- 
chasé Keogh plans may be in- 
vested in a full range of 
instruments, including CDs, stocks, 
bonds, and mutual funds shares 
The law forbids investment in col- 
lectibleS, including gems, stamps 
coins, antiques and art. Defined 
benefit Keoghs must be invested to 
conform to the rules of the 
Employee Retirement Income 
Security Act (ERISA) 

As with IRAs, you may not 
withdraw money from. your Keogh 
account without penalty until age 59 
1/2. So that you can fully benefit 
from your Keogh savings, it is also 
recommended that you carefully 
consider the tax implications of 
withdrawals ‘

DEERFIELD, ILL--Two months after 
my 25th birthday, Michael Jordan retired 
from basketball, stating he had lost his 
zest and achieved his goals for the sport. 
While the former may or may not be en- 
tirely true, the latter is an understatement. 

Jordan, the lone terminator for the 
Bulls, has achieved everything in basket- 
ball except the commissioner spot, While 
playing guard and forward, for nine years, 
the 6-foot-6. three-time Most Valuable 
Player, averaged over 32 points, six as- 
sists-and six rebounds per game in his 
career. He has won seven scoring title. 
Rookie (1985) of the Year, All-Star Game 
MVP (1988) and is 15th in NBA scoring 
history. 

Jordan, a former North Carolina Tar- 
heel standout, sat next to his wife, Juanita 
in the Berto Center, the Chicago Bulls 
practice «facility, saying, "I've always 
stressed that when | lose my motivation, 
it's time for me to leave. I've reached the 
pinnacle of my career and | feel | have 
nothing for myself to prove. It has meant 
a lot to me and | have achieved a lot." 

"This is a very bitter-sweet day, said 
Bulls chairman Jerry Reinsdorf, "It is real- 
ly a happy day for me because he is.doing 
what he wants to do. Several weeks ago 
he brought the subject up and | told him 
to think it through." 

Jordan told the media he and his late 
father had entertained the idea of retiring 
years ago, but the Air in Jordan had not 
yet left. On Oct. 6, 1993, it was gone. 

Many Jordan (or Air watchers) specu- 
lated that MJ retired because of his 
father's death, or the closely-watched ex- 
tracurricular habits the superstar indulges 
into. Jordan slammed that idea, as well 
as a basketball.

It was symbolic of the way the life-long 
Bull lived his life. Jordan in earlier inter- 
views with Ahmad Rashad told the world 
that the only thing he would like to do in 
life, other than play basketball, was to go 
to the mall, Jordan wanted to go to the 
mail!

Congress and the white regime 
agreed that the first non-racial elec- 
tions in South Africa will be held on 
April 27, 1994. This historic event 
will mark the demise of a pervasive 
racial segregation system called 
apartheid, and will have far-reach- 
ing consequences in the Southern 
Africa regions and world wide 

What is happening in South 
Africa has forced people in America 
to start examining the racial situa- 
tion closer to home, People have 
Started asking the question of what 
is happening in Columbus, Ohio. 
How, some wonder, is the Southern 
Africa situation impacting on our 
home front? 

Columbus citizens notice that ra- 
cial isolation in education, housing, 
and employment continues in our 
community, and that we are now 
beginning to experience multiple 
crises in health, violence, and the 
economy.

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Kudos To The Klan

The imminent arrival of the Kiu 
Klux Klan to our city, has causéd a 
great deal of consternation. The 
overriding feeling of disapproval 
has taken the form of resolutions 
debate, and proposals; all of which 
find their focus in how best to 
fespond to the perceived threat 
posed by a Klan rally 

However, the most appropriate 
response can only be identified if 
first we distinguish between the per- 
ceived versus the real threat. Is it 


merely the presence of the Klan 
thew chants and the open pronoun- 
cement of their bigoted ideas thal 
present a threat? Perhaps, that 
which is at risk are our own sen- 
sibilities and comfort in the belief 
that hatred and prejudice no longer 
constitute a formidable aspect of 
the Amencan culture 

It is the contention of the Alliance 
of Black Women that no new threat 
is posed by the patading of imbe- 
cilic, shortsighted and frightened in- 
dividuals whose infinitesimal 
intellectual capacity is equalled only 


by their minute understanding of 
justice, equity and morality 

The actual threat is two fold. The 
predominant aspect of this threat is 


the ever growing demartd to *) 


fedetiné racism in the narrowest 
possible perimeters. According to 
this new definition racism exists 
only if there ig sheet wearing, name 
calling and cross burning, The 
second, and equally dangerous 
aspeot of this threal, is the self-in 
flicted myopic vision that requires a 
personal attack in order to perceive 
injustice 


This new definition of racism 
seems to have developeo as 
America found hersell faced with a 
level of global competitiveness that 


vas disturbed or al least influenced 
every market in the U.S Many of 
those involved in redefining racism 
actively participated in the Civil 
Righis Movement. However.. few 
ever foresaw the possibility that 
those who o re als- 
enfranchised would. compete 


against-them for 
in college and e 
leadership 


jobs. acceptance 
ven for seats. of 


— 
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The insidious march against 
diversity, which is now an undeni- 
able facet of our culture. is the foun- 
dation upon which the Klans 
arrogance is based. While the cor- 
porate CEO would never publically 
declare the principals of exclusion 
the recalcitrant members of or- 
ganizations like the Klan, lack the 
sophistication, as well as any deter- 
rent to expression and therefore 
freely artiqulate their earnest feel- 
ings of indignation 

This indignation appears to be 
based upon their belief that the un- 
challengéa” advancement of their 
fathers amd grandfathers, as a 
direct result ofthe subjugation of 
people of color, should be shared by 
themselves and secured for their 
sons. 

While the Klan is reprehensible 
and its terrorist activities pernicious, 
they serve a didactic role for those 


security by Virtue Of their personal 
comfort. it is for this reason that the 
Alliance of Black Women offers its 
kudas to the Klan bes albeit un- 
willingly, have shed a tight on the 
disintegration of our social con- 
sciousness; a light that should 
awaken even those enveloped by 
the numbness of apathy. 

Ignorance ts not bliss, it is a 
destroyer, Hosea 4.6 reads, "My 
people are destroyed for lack of 
knowledge Therefore, we give 
our full support to the Community to 
the Community Relations 
Commission's plan for a Unity Day 
For. if we. as a nation, do not come 
together to confront the ideas-that 
threaten to prevent the collective 
consciousness of this country, we 
too will be destroyed
